the United States. Although he has 
been pleased with results at other 
institutions, he is still hesitant to 
recommend that BYU also adopt the 
program. 

“There have been positive 
responses on behalf of lenders and 
guarantee agencies,” Finlinson said. 

As an example, Finlinson cited a 
new incentive being offered to stu- 
dents by the Utah Higher Education 
Assistance Association. The 18- 
month program, which is set to 
begin May 1, will permit all stu- 
dents securing a loan during that 
time to forego the | percent guaran- 
tee fee that is usually assessed on 
student loans. Finlinson said this 
could translate into as much as $75 
in savings for students. 

However, the Clinton adminis- 
tration still believes that nothing 
will compare with the benefits that 
students will receive under the 
Direct Loan Program. 

“Direct loans are the simple, less 


bureaucratic approach,” said Richard Riley, of the 
U.S. Secretary of Education, in a forum for college 
students held March 23.

Church fights teen smoking

Every day in America an estimated 
3,000 teen-agers try their first ciga- 
rette, according to recent statistics 
provided by The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

The Church has launched an anti- 
smoking campaign targeted primarily 
at youth. The program focuses on the 
role the family plays in the decisions 
of young people to smoke or not. 

The Church has sent public service 
announcements to thousands of radio 
stations and has also released three 
30-minute public affairs programs. 

“The Church obviously feels very 
strongly on the issue of smoking,” 
Church spokesman Don LeFevre said. 

This anti-smoking campaign is part 
of a continuing series about issues of 
the day. 

“We have been for a long time con- 
cerned about health issues and educat- 
ing the public,” LeFevre said. 

Radio spots will be broadcast at the 
discretion of the stations that received 
them. LeFevre said the Church has 
had a good response from stations 


around the country. 

However, KBYU-FM program 
director Dan Cronenwett said he did 
not think his station would run the 
public service announcements. 

Cronenwett had not heard the 
announcement, but said since the sub- 
ject of the spots involves teens and 
smoking, he didn’t think it would fit 
in with the demographics of the sta- 
tion. The station targets adult listen- 
ers. 

The radio spots are written from the 
perspective of teens. Different charac- 
ters talk about why they smoke or 
why they don’t smoke. 

An underlying theme in the public 
service announcements is the idea that 
parents have a big influence on 
whether or not their children smoke. 
The announcements suggest that if 
parents smoke, it is hard for them to 
teach their children not to smoke. 

According to the spots, the reverse 
is also true. If parents teach their chil- 
dren good Christian values, they are 
less likely to smoke. 

Gerald Pond, of Church Public 
Affairs, said the spots were created to 
help teenagers make good decisions 
about smoking. 

“The purpose is to help people 
become aware of the relationship 
between family values and smoking,” 
Pond said.

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka — In the 
teeming cities and dusty villages of 
the Indian subcontinent, Hillary 
Rodham Clinton spent much of the 
last 12 days cuddling babies, encour- 
aging schoolchildren and listening to 
mothers. 

In traditional settings and with mea- 
sured tones, she ever-so-gently deliyv- 
ered a message to South Asia that she 
hopes will help to reshape its society 
— the notion that girls matter. 

To see that this concept needs rein- 
forcing, she had only to visit an 
orphanage in New Delhi where 80 
percent of the abandoned infants were 
girls or a hospital in Dhaka where 
two-thirds of those lucky enough to 
get care were boys. 

Even as she avoided the diplomatic 
pitfalls of directly confronting gov- 
ernments over abuses of women, Mrs. 
Clinton put the spotlight on underly- 
ing issues of equality. 

“We have to emphasize as much as 
possible that the denial of education, 
the denial of basic health care, the 


denial of basic choices to girls is a 
human rights issue,” the first lady told 
reporters Tuesday as she looked back 
over her tour of South Asia. 


Mrs. Clinton found plenty of allies § 


during her visit to Pakistan, India, 
Nepal, Bangladesh and Sri Lanka, 
where vibrant private groups are well 
ahead of their governments in pro- 
moting opportunity for women. 

Professional women who had over- 
come great obstacles and poor vil- 
lagers seeking a better life for their 
daughters were eager to tell the first 
lady of their successes and their strug- 
gles. 

She will not soon forget the image 
of 200 poor Indian women in colorful 
Saris raising their voices in an unfa- 
miliar tongue to sing “We Shall 
Overcome.” 

The first lady’s trip neared a close 
today with a scheduled visit to a com- 
munity development center and a 
Buddhist temple. 

Women’s advocates already were 
focusing their sights on an interna- 
tional women’s conference scheduled 
for Beijing in September.

Students are quick to complain 
about Provo drivers, but a large num- 
ber of those drivers are students. 

“There is a big difference when stu- 
dents leave,” said Steve Baker of the 
BYU Traffic Office. “There is a defi- 
nite difference in traffic and accidents 
when students are gone; everything 
quiets down.” 

This may only reflect the sheer pop- 
ulation decrease in the area, with 
BYU enrollment decreasing from 
almost 30,000 during fall and winter 
semesters, to 10,000 or 15,000 during 
the summer, Baker said.

S many students head for home at the end of April, there are those from 
America’s larger cities that will be tempted to attend a major league base-

Bad idea. Don’t do it. It’s a temptation that can be resisted and overcome this

Last time we checked, baseball was caught up in an eight-month strike and the 
only remote possibility for it to end was in a courtroom, not on the bargaining 
table where civilized people settle labor disputes. 

Last. week the National Labor Relations Board pleaded their case in court and 
Judge Sonia Sotomeyer ruled that the owners had to restore the old system, and 
suddenly baseball was back. Owners didn’t even bother to vote to lock the players 


out. 


Why should any of us care? The players snubbed us fans, abandoning 921 games 
and the World Series under the new playoff system. We shouldn’t support them at 
the turnstile. As an editorial in USA Today said: “the whole seamy spectacle con- 
firms that greed, not baseball, is our national pastime.” 
“Meetings between the Major League Baseball Players Association representative 
and Union Chief Donald Fehr and owners’ representative and Milwaukee Brewers 
owner Bud Selig, were at a virtual standstill. Basically there were no meetings and 
no.talks. In fact, so bad was the relationship between the owners and players that it 
looked like they were set to sit this thing out for the entire 1995 season and proba- 
bly more — until the court ruled against the owners. ~ 
- ‘With last season’s bats as hot as they had been in 25 years and the elusive .400 
(Tony Gwynn) mark being threatened for the first time in over 50 years, poof — 
the season was gone. Gone because some millionaires were fed up with other 
multi-millionaires’ proposals to bring baseball down to earth with a salary cap. 

The real battle exists between the smaller, less profitable markets (Milwaukee) 
versus the larger, extremely profitable markets (New York, Los Angeles). It’s a 
problem that the owners could work out by having a profit sharing plan among 
major league baseball teams like the NHL, the NBA and the NEL.

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Experts say self-sufficiency needed 


Nutrition education, 
worldwide support 
will assist in growth

International efforts need to be made 
to increase self-sufficiency in fami- 
lies, said specialists in horticulture, 
education, and family science, and the 
director of the Benson Institute at a 


- symposium Thursday. 


The presentations were part of the 
“Families in Crisis Symposium” in 
the Herald R. Clark Building which is 
sponsored by BYUSA as part of 
CARE Week. 

Dan Wooley, a_ horticulture 
researcher at the University of 
Missouri, shows and tells people how 
to run self-sufficient family farms by 
raising fruit and vegetables in their 
own gardens. 

“More people would not have to be 
hungry if they would just grow their 
own food, but they need to be taught 
how to do that,” Wooley said. 

He said even simple information 
like planting closer together or adding 
fertile soil on top of rock-filled dirt 
can increase the harvest considerably. 

Paul Johnston, director of the 
Benson Institute, said it is important 
to first survey the human needs that 
are present in the countries before 
providing help. 

“We are setting up a Family: Self- 
Reliance Program with the help of 
various technicians like agronomists, 
animal scientists, nutritionists, nurses 
and home economists,” Johnston said. 

He said the Benson Institute is sur- 
veying Vitamin A deficiency in 
Guatemala. 

“We will try to correc. the deficien- 
cy through family garden projects, 
where we teach people to grow plants 
they do not customarily grow, so we 
can help them to improve their nutri- 
tion,’ Johnston explained. 

Some of the other focuses of the 
Benson Institute are to improve the 
sanitary facilities in Central American 
countries by building latrines, to 
encourage the people to conserve 
wood by using special ovens and to 
do away with false nutrition beliefs. 

“We encourage them also to breast- 
feed their children longer and we 
teach them the relationship between 
the disposal of human waste and dis- 
ease,” Johnston added.

He said the Benson Institute not 
only concentrates on research, but 
also on education of both children and 
adults. 

“We sponsor schools financially by 
providing books, desks, chairs, 
latrines, etc., to support literacy pro- 
grams,” Johnston said. 

Carol Lee Hawkins from BYU’s 
College of Education, said it is impor- 
tant to be open in order to learn from 
the people in the Third World coun- 
tries when helping them. 

“There used to be the so called 
empty-vessel theory saying that 
developed countries go out to help 
under-developed countries, and it 
assumed that the developed countries 
knew what the people in the Third 
World countries need,’ Hawkins said. 

Hawkins stressed the importance of 
getting to know the people first and 
using their knowledge.

BYU will have a triathlon April

Award recipients to conduct research

The 12 recipients of the 1995-96 
Graduate Fellowship Awards learned 
Tuesday they would be $4,000 richer. 

“It’s competitive across the entire 
University,” said Addie Fuhriman, 
dean of graduate studies. “This year 
we had more than 70 students who 
were competing.” 

A panel of BYU faculty chose the 
12 recipients, who were judged on the 
quality of their research proposals and 
their potential for accomplishing the 
project. 

Graduate students from any disci- 
pline are eligible for the research 
awards. This year’s winners are 
Wendy Baker, English MA; Kevin 
Cook, agronomy MS; John Eng, 
chemical engineering Ph.D.; Prashant 
Shukla, business MBA.; Wesley Sine, 
international studies MA; Julie 


Swallow, English MA; Mariah 
Proctor Tiffany, art MA; Laga Van 
Beek, history Ph.D.; Keith White, 
mechanical engineering MS; and 
David Wilson, history Ph.D. 

Mariah Proctor Tiffany, 23, from 
Colorado Springs, Colo., submitted 
her proposal to go to Paris, France, to 
research a painting done by Nicolas 
Poussin. 

Tiffany found out about the fellow- 
ships through the Office of Creative 
Work and Research. About three 
weeks ago, she received a phone call 
informing her she had won the fellow- 
ship. 

“I was extremely thrilled to find out 
I had won the fellowship,” Tiffany 
said. “I wouldn’t have the opportunity 
to do that kind of research any other 
way.” 

Kevin Cook, a graduate student in 
the field of agronomy from Ririe, 
Idaho, submitted a proposal to 


research an iron deficiency in soy 
beans. He was also informed by 
phone that he had been awarded the 
fellowship. 

“IT was really happy,” Cook said. 
“Tt’s a competitive award when there 
are sO many students applying.” 

The other recipients’ topics range 
from pollution studies to the interpre- 
tation of historical women in a living 
museum. Other topics include study- 
ing families with disorderly children 
or factors influencing the exchange 
rate. 

“This is a competitive fellowship 
award,” Fuhriman said. “It’s the best 
one that the University offers.” 

Two students from the J. Reuben 
Clark Law School were also awarded 
a stipend of $2,500 based on the sub- 
mission of a finished paper. The 
recipients were Christine Peterson 
and Brian Green. They are both third- 
year students.

Though most callers ask for faculty, 
department or student phone numbers, 
some questions are a little more 
unusual, say those who have 
answered the phone for BYU Info.

Only 
Eversgerd pitched in the majors last season. 

Malone said an undisclosed amount of cash from the 
trade with the Yankees, combined with the $2,225,000 
from Wetteland’s 1994 salary and the $2.55 million Hill 
made, would enable the team to sign some free agents later 
this week. 

Outfielder Marquis Grissom, who made $3.56 million 
last season and also is eligible for arbitration, could be 
dealt by Friday, Malone said. 

“There are seven teams still in the bidding for Grissom,” 
he said. “Other GMs are starting to call because they know 
now that I’m serious.” 

Another Expo, outfielder Larry Walker was being wooed 
by the Colorado Rockies. Walker, who made $4-million 
last year, is seeking a five-year contract worth $25 million. 

There were several signings, most notable among them 
pitcher Fernando Valenzuela joining the San Diego: Padres 
for $200,000 and reliever John Franco returning to the 
New York Mets for $5 million over two years. 

McRae, 27, hit .273 with four home runs and 40 RBIs 
last season. In his four-year career with Kansas City, 
McRae has hit .262 with 30 homers and 248 RBIs. He was 
a first-round draft pick in 1985.

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Kobe officials see new urban vision

KOBE, Japan — City officials have 
a new vision for earthquake-ravaged 
Kobe: Tear down crowded, squat 
apartment buildings and businesses 
and redevelop the area with high-rise 
apartments, wide roads and green 
parks. 

For Akitoshi Yoshida, his dream for 
the future is to return to life the way it 
was before his neighborhood was dey- 
astated by the Jan. 17 earthquake. 

Surveying thé rubble of the bath- 
house he ran for 43 years, Yoshida 
says all he wants is a new bathhouse, 
built on the site of the old one. 

He’ll give authorities the land, throw 
away the pride of being master of his 
own place, if only he can once again 
stand at the door and call out 
“Trasshaimase!” — “Welcome!” — to 
people stopping by for a hot bath. 

“T’ll work for a monthly salary,” said 
Yoshida, 65. “You build it, Pll work 
there.” 

In Kobe and neighboring areas 

-Truined by the earthquake, thousands 
like Yoshida dream that life could 
somehow return to the way it was. 

City planners want to move on. 

The emerging debate has highlight- 
ed old and painful themes in Japanese 
urban development. Cities tend to be 
ugly, cramped jumbles that give little 
sense of planning. The powerful have 
historically dictated how cities are 
built, with little initiative taken by cit- 
izens. 

Tetsuo Tamai, a city planning histo- 
rian at Chiba University, said Japan 
still suffers from the lingering mental-

ity of the medieval castle town, whose 


shape would be dictated by the local 
baron. 

“The people on top make the, plans, 
and force the people on the bottom to 
live according to them,” Tamai said. 

Finding a new way in Kobe will not 
be easy. Efforts to impose a new 
urban vision have not been welcomed 
so far. Protests broke out in mid- 
March as residents denounced the 
Kobe city government’s approval of a 


development plan for five key areas 
devastated by the quake. 

Many prefer to rebuild their hodge- 
podge neighborhoods, instead of mak- 
ing way for new apartments, better 
roads and parks. 

Even before urban renewal can 
begin, legislators will have to revamp 
old laws that restrict land use, zoning 
and-construction. One of the biggest 
hurdles is ownership of land, which is 
tightly held.

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Organ donors 
needed; 35,000 | 
wait patiently

. An estimated seven to eight 
‘Americans die each day due to 
the shortage of available organs 
for life-saving transplants, 
‘according to the Intermountain 
Organ Recovery System (IORS). 
. “Right now there are just over 
35,000 (people) on the waiting 
list and another person is added 
to the list every 20 minutes,” said 
Danny McMahan, senior pro- 
curement at IORS. 

BYU students have the oppor- 
tunity to become organ donors 
this week by signing a card at the 
booth in the ELWC Step Down 
Lounge. 

Organ donations only total 
‘about 4,500 each year, McMahan 
said. This is a small number com- 
pared with the large amount of 
people who are eligible to donate 
organs. 

Organ and tissue}donors.can 
range from newborns to 65-year- 
olds, he said. 

Even if someone has a disease 

whieh has damaged one organ, 
other‘undamaged organs can still 
be used, he said. 
*“The biggest problem is that 
people do not understand how 
easy it is to become an organ 
donor,” said Deen Vetterli, execu- 
tive director of the National 
Kidney Foundation of Utah. 

“It’s amazing how many lives 
can be saved by just signing an 
organ donor card,” she said. 

‘The one thing people should be 
aware of when they sign the card 
is the importance of telling fami- 


|. ly members they have become 


‘organ donors, she said. 

‘In order for a transplant to 
‘occur, the hospital must have 
‘consent from the next of kin, 
even if a donor card has been 
signed, she said. 

’ “If family members Know how 
you feel, they will be more likely 
‘to comply with the circumstances 
that could occur later,” McMahan 
said. 

; The family of the donor is not 
responsible for the expenses of 
transplanting organs or tissues, 
‘arid a normal funeral is still pos- 
-sible, he said. 

‘-“Donation is a gift of life,” 
Vetterli said. 

‘Knowing the deceased family 
member gave an invaluable gift 
to another person often helps the 
donor families in the grieving 
process, she said. 

Transplant recipients often lead 
active, normal lives after receiv- 
ing transplants, Vetterli said. 

Kidneys, livers, pancreases, 
hearts, lungs, eyes, bone marrow 
and tendons can all be success- 
fully transplanted, he said. 

“Acceptable organ donors are 
those who are brain dead (brain 
function has ceased permanent- 
ly), but whose heart and lungs 
- continue to function with the use 
of artificial life supports,” 
 a¢cording to information released 
“by the National Kidney 
_ Foundation. 

. Most religious groups, includ- 
“ing The Church of Jesus Christ of 
_ Latter-day Saints, do not disap- 
prove of organ donations, 
McMahan said. 

The Church has issued the fol- 
lowing statement in its General 
Handbook of Instructions: 

“Whether an individual chooses 
to. will his own bodily organs or 
authorizes the transplant of 
organs from a deceased family 
- member is a decision for the indi- 
vidual or the deceased member’s 
family. The decision to receive a 
donated organ should be made 
with competent medical counsel 
and confirmation through 


prayer.”

LOS ANGELES — A sixth person 
was dismissed from the O.J. Simpson 
jury today, cutting the alternate pool 
to only six for a trial that seems to 
have months to go. 

No official reason was given for the 
ouster of the 38-year-old black 
woman. However, news reports said 
she may have had a past experience 
with domestic violence that she failed 
to report on the jury questionnaire. 

The woman, an employment inter- 
viewer who works with at-risk youth 
and is married, was replaced by a 44- 
year-old single black woman from 
South Central Los Angeles. 

The jury still has nine women and 
three men; eight black, three white 
and one Hispanic. There are now five 
single jurors, four married jurors and 
three divorced jurors. 

The replacement juror said on her 
questionnaire she fixes computers at 
the Los Angeles County Superior 
Court. 

She was surprised at hearing 
Simpson was a suspect and said she 
would have no opinion of him until “I 
have seen the evidence in this case.” 

If the number of jurors drops below 
12, the trial can continue if both sides 
agree, or a mistrial would be declared. 

The juror change apparently helped 
produce a 70-minute delay before the 
trial resumed with Dennis Fung, a 
police evidence technician, taking the 
stand for a third day. His testimony 
was slow and contentious, with
